into the cafe several times. When 
Mrs. Randol and Reiminger left, 
about 10 p.m.. Kinder followed 
them outside and there stepped 
between them, fired three shots 
from a .32 cal. pistol into Mrs. 
Randol, killing her instantly, then 
turned the weapon on himself and 
fired one shot into his own head.

ported that Kinder was a former 
suitor of Mrs. Randol and that 
apparently jealousy caused his ac­ 
tion accordin gto Mr. Gilmore.

A series of tornadoes and de­ 
structive windstorms struck with 
unabated fury across 10 states in 
the mid-continent yesterday, kill­ 
ing at least 45 persons and injui*- 
ing more than 300 others. 
The violent spring storms, bat­ 
tering areas from the Midwest 
prairie lands southward into Mis­ 
sissippi, came in the wake of tor- 
m Jic winds which

the 
Southwest earlier yesterday and 
Monday night. 
The casualty 
toll in the two 
days was at least 55 dead and in­ 
juring more than 
300 
others. 
Property damage was estimated 
in the millions of dollars. 
Western Michigan, in the Grand 
Rapids district, suffered the heav­ 
iest death and injury toll. Latest 
reports showed at least 22 dead, 
18 identified and 4 unidentified. 
More than 200 were injured. A 
dozen twisters hammered the ar­ 
ea destroying scores of homes. 
Some 2,000 were aopoheu home­ 
less.

Heavy hail and rain pelted the 
storm stricken regions. Tempera­ 
tures, which had climbed into the 
70s in Midwest areas, dropped.

Sen. Thomas C. Kennings, Jr. of 
St. Louis filed today for renom­ 
ination on the Democratic ticket. 
At 52, Hennings is finishing his 
first term after six years in the 
House and a term as St. Louis 
circuit attorney. He went to the 
Senate in 1950 by defeating Re­ 
publican Sen. Forrest C. Donnell 
by more than 92,000 votes — the 
only Democrat to unseat an in­ 
cum bent Republican senator in 
the 1950 elections. 
No one else has filed for sena­ 
tor on either ticket. But two Dem­ 
ocrats — Kansas City Councilman 
Thomas J. Gavin and 
former 
State Sen. A. L. McCawley of 
Carthage—have said they 
were 
considering the race. 
In a statement announcing his 
filing, Hennings said he thought 
the most important issue in the 
campaign would be what he call­ 
ed “the rescue of our country’s 
farming population from a deep­ 
ening depression and the re-es- 
tablishm ent of a sound farming 
economy.” 
Family Farms 
He said family farms had to 
be preserved. To that end he re­ 
ported he had voted for 90 per 
cent parity on basic commodities, 
and incentives instead of penal­ 
ties to adjust farm production.

Eisenhower administration.”
